‘To our moft dear Son in Jefus Chrift 

‘ Louis the moft Chriftian King of France. 
Clement XI Pope. 

‘ To our deareft Son in Jefus Chrift Greet- 
‘ing, We have been inform’d, that there has 
‘ appear’d by the bold and cunning Induftry 
‘ of fome Perfons who feem born to trouble 
‘ the Peace of the Church and State, a Book 
‘ call'd 4 Cafe oj Confcience, &c. which revives 
‘ feveral Points of Doétrine and Errors al- 
‘ ready condemn’d, and very plainly efpoufes 
* the Heretical Opinions of Janfenius, yet by 
* captious Subrilties eludes the Apoftolical 
* Conftitutions formerly made to abolifh them. 
‘ Your Majefty, to whom the Moft High 
‘has given fo great Wifdom for governin 
* his People, will eafily difcover of your felf, 
‘ how much that Book tends to give Offence 
€ to the Faithful, and raife Troubles both in 
‘the Civil and Ecclefiaftical Government : 
‘ But feeing thofe kind of Men, always trou- 
‘ bled with an itch of Novelty, are not to 
* be dealt with by Laws and Ordonnances, 
‘ of which there have been enow made on 
* thofe Matters, but rather by fevere Punifh- 
‘ments; left an Evil fo often fupprefsd , 
‘and which notwithftanding frequently re- 
‘ vives, fhould make too great Progrefs, we 
‘have thought fit, after having firft con- 
* demn’d that Libel, to excite by our Apo- 
* ttolical Letter, the Zeal of our Dear Brother 
* Louis Antony de Noailles Cardinal of the 
* Holy Roman Church, and Arch-bifhop of 
‘ Paris, to the end thatafter having made an 
* exacé& Searchafter the Authors of that Libel, 
“and thofe who firft publifh’d ic, he may 
* chaftife them feverly, and punifh a great 
* Number of Doctors, who in Contempt of 
* the Conttitutions of the Pontiffs our Prede- 
‘ ceffors, and even of the Royal Orders of 
’ Your Majetty, have not been afraid to fub- 
* fcribe that Libel openly. "Tis on fuch an 
* Occafion particularly, in which not only 
the Intereft of the Church, of which Your 

Majefty has always had peculiar Care, but 


one of the Enemies Parties, kill’d a Major, 


* likewife the Intereft of Your Kingdom, re- 
* quire,that the Force of Your Royal Arm be 
* employ’d to empower fufficiently the faid 
Cardinal, that he may fo reprefs the teme- 
rity of fuch wicked Perfons, that none may 
be ignorant of the good Intelligence that 
is at prefent, by the Gcodnefs of God, 
between the Prieft-hood and the Regal 
Dignity, and that turbulent Spirits may no 
longer be fuffer'd impunibly to flight and 
break at once the Laws Ecclefiaftical and 
Royal. All the Church knows, moft dear 
Son, and rejoyces at it, with what pious 
Application, and with what Glory to Your 
Royal Name, You have labour’dto remove 
from the Catholick Church and Difcipline 
all Errors and Novelties, and particularly to 
extirpate the Opinions of Janfenius. It 
now becomes Your Prudence, Your Reli- 
gion and Piety, ta give the laft Stroke to a 
Work fo weli begun, and exert the Power 
given You by the Moft High, for his Ser- 
vice, and the Service of the Church. Suf- 
fer not then, Dear Son, fo much Pains 
and fo great Care as You have taken to 
root out Herefie in Your moft flourifhin 

Kingdom, to be rendred fruitlefs by the 
Wickednefs of a few Men. Let thofe un- 
quiet Perfons be forc’d to hold their Ton- 
gues, let the Infolent be kept under, and 
let the Obftinate be taught to obey. Let 
the Regal Power feize and deftroy thofe 
whom the Gentlenefs of the Church could 
not prevail with s that God may’ grant and 
_preferve in Your Dominions the Tranqui- 
lity which You have procur'd to his 
Church. Which Tranquility with allother 
good Things we wifh with all our Hearts 
Your Majetty may enjoy ; at the fame time

Frankfort, March 28. The Margrave of 
Baden has order Part of the Imperial Ca- 
valry that was encamp’d at Stolhoffen, to 
march towards Croon-Weiflenburg, to joyn 
the Dutch Troops who are pofted there, and 
with them obferve the Motions of the Mar- 
fhal de Tallard on the Saar, who has taken 
the little Town of Bifch in Lorrain, and put 
a Garrifon into it, by which Croon-Weif- 
fenburg is ftreighten’d. The Lieutenant Col- 
lonel of the Regiment of Huffars of Efter- 
hafi, has with a Party of his Men fallen on 
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48 Common Soldiers, and carried 4 Officers 
arid 30 Soldiers Prifoners to Lauterburg. Our 
Levies are carried on with all Diligence, and 
the Troops which this Town 1s to furnifh for 
her Contingent of the 120000 Men , which 
the Empire is to bring into the Field, are in 
great Forwardnels, and may very shortly be 
ready to march whither they fhali be order'd. 

Coleyne, March 30. On Tuesday laft the 
French made an Excurtion out of Bon into 
che Couutry of Bergues and plunder’d fome 
Villages, burnt fome Houfes and return’d 
with feveral Prifoners over the Rhine agen. 
The Marquefs d’Alligre makes great Prepa- 


ration to defend Bon in cafe of a Siege. Se- 


veral private Soldiers and Officers in {mall 
Parties have endeavourd frequently to get 
into Bon by the way of Saffenburg ; but 
tother Day 400f them were met with bya 
Party of Huflars , who kiifd 20 of them and 
took the reft. The Fiying Bridge at Duifel- 
dorp is to be brought hither : and there wiil 
be a Bridge laid over the River at Mulheim: 
for the Ufe of the Confederate Troops, who 
are to form the Siege of Bon. 

H:gue, March 31. This Day was publithd 
a Proclamation of the Srates Generalin which 
their High Mightineffes promife to pardon 
all che Seamen who have deferted their Ser- 
vice, that fhall without Delay render them- 
felves at their ce. Yetterday 
an Experiment was made of feveral Mortars 
for throwing Grenadoes, one of which burtt 
and kill’d a Byftander. 


Deale, April 6. All the Queen’s Ships and 
outward-bound which fail'd yefterday Morn- 
ing, return’d back laft Night, the Wind being 
contrary; and the Expedition Man of War 
is fail’d for the River. Lait night came into 
the Downes Her Majeity’s Ships the Wey- 
mouth, Litchfield, Mary Galley, and Win- 
chelfea, and with them the Elizabeth from 
Burlington, Tho. Deal Mafter, for London, 
retaken yetterday by the Litchfield from a 
French Privateer off the Long Sands head.
